The rider's life was in serious danger 
from the start until-he was carried fainting 
to a cot in the car. The head of his wheel 
touched the ‘buffer rail six times, and it 
was only by his marvelous control of his 
bicycle and his nerve that Murphy escaped 
unharmed. 

“ The boards are flying up and hitting me, ay 
he cried as the railroad men reached over 
the rail of the pacing car and jerked him 
aboard the flying train. 

Yet within three minutes Murphy’s color 
was back, his breathing natural, his pulse 
almost normal, and he ste sane and 


enjoying the cengratulations ot a car full of 
excited men. 


Spectacle Is Almost Terrifying. 

The spectacle was a most fearful one to 
those on the rear of the pacing train. A 
veteran newspaper man, who had witnessed 
hundreds of thrilling contests, calmly 
watched Murphy's superhuman efforts to 
follow the flying train through whirlwinds 
of dust for the brief time of a minute and 
then keeled over in a dead faint. 

Most of the officials were in as nervous a 
condition as Murphy was after the finish. 

It was not Murphy's first attempt in fol- 
lowing a railroad train. For years he has 
maintained that he could ri 
minute if the pace could be furnished him. 
A month ago the Long Island railroad com- 
pany decided to give him the opportunity. 

A special board surface two miles and 
three-eighths in length was laid between the 
railroad tracks and the car was fitted with 
a wind shield, something ee the vestibule of 
a Pullman car.

PREPARATIONS TO AID PEARY. 


Professor Libbey of Relief Expedition 
Leaves Princeton to Join the Bark 
Diana at Cape Breton. 


Princeton, N. J., June 30.—[ Special. — 
William Libbey. professor of physical 
raphy and director of the Princeton M 
of Geology and Archwology, who has been, 
appointed ohief of the expedition to be 
out’ by the Peary club of New York for 
relief of Lieutenant Peary, left Princeton 
tonight for North Sydney, Cape Breton, and 
will make final preparations for the expedi- 
tion. 

The Diana, a steam bark whaler, charte 
for the trip, is being fitted out at North 
Sydney and will start on its voyage July 17. 
The party will be made up of Professor C. 
W. F. Maclure, head of the department of 
biology; Arnold T. Ortman, curator of 
invertebrate paleontology; Charles F. l- 
vester, preparator in anatomy, with 
fessor Libbey, all of Princeton University, 
and two representatives of the United Sta es 
Coast Survey. In an interview Dr. Ort 
tonight said: 

“The first object. of the expedition of 
course is to take provisions and other s 
plies to Lieutenant Peary. His plan of 
reaching the pole is by short stages, leaving 
at each stage a supply of provisions, 
that if anything wrong happens he 
easily fall back on the next nearest post. 
We shall sail from North Sydney and pro- 
ceed to Iceland, from where we will 
along the coast to Inglefield Gulf. That is 
Peary’s first station, and there we will leave 
the supplies to be carried inland by natives 
with their dog teams. Peary has not been 
heard of for nearly a year, but there is * 
reason to fear that he is in trouble. 

“The return trip will be a tour for sel 
tine exploration. Chiefly deep sea investiga- 
tions will be carried on, and we shall take 
along a carload of specially prepared dredg- 
ing apparatus. Most of our explorations in 
this line will be carried on in Baffin’s Bay, 
where depths can be found of 2,000 fathoms. 
We expect to return home on Oct. 1.“

BIG ARMY ALREADY RAISED. 


‘Charles Emory Smith Replies to Un- 
‘knowing Crities of the Ad- 
ministration. 


New York, June 30.—[Special.]—The World 
will print in the morning the following sig-. 
nificant interview with Postmaster General 
Charles Emory Smith: The situation in 
the Philippines is the most important and 
absorbing: question just at present.

Francisco on Way to Their 
Homes. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 30.—[Special.]— 
F. Rose, German Consul General at Apia; 
E. B. Maxse, British Consul at the same 
place, and D. C. Chambers, the son of Chief 
Justice Chambers of Samoa, arrived in this 
city on the steamship Mariposa today. 

Consul General Rose is on his way to Ber- 
Un on leave of absence. While he is away 
Vice Consul Grunow is to perform his duties. 

Consul Maxse is not in good health, and 
Is going to London for a vacation. 
| Mr. Chambers for two years past has been 
Registrar of the Samoan Supreme Court 
and secretary to the Chief Justice, He re- 
s¢gned his position, because of a flattering 
business offer in St. Louls, and was suc- 
ceeded by an Englishman, J. H. Deavers. He 
said his. father, the Chief Justice, had been 
requested by the Joint High commission to 
continue dn office for six months longer, and 
would probably do so. He is authority for 
the statement that President McKinley has 
assured his father that should he desire 
to return to this country he will be given 
as good a position as the one he now holds, 


Rose Talks Briefly. | 
Mr. Rose, who talks English imperfectly, 
said today that the condition of affairs at 
the island were quiet and no more trouble 
was anticipated. He refused to speak about 
German claims for indemnity as a result 
f the English and American bombardment 
and begged to be excused from a further 
interview. He will visit Washington before 
going to Berlin. 


Maxse’s View of Affairs. 

Consul Maxse said: “ Malietoa has abdi- 
cated in favor of the Joint High commission, 
and there will be no further trouble unless 
it is due to interference by some European 
power. The Samoans have been disarmed, 
and the refugees are being taken back to 
their homes. 

The Chief Justice will continue in office, 
and Dr. Solf has assumed his duties as Pres- 
ident of the Municipal Council of Apla. 

**Consuls of the three powers are exer- 
cising full power and authority, with the ap- 
proval of the commission.. 

The commissioners are still engaged in 
preparing a form of government for Samoa.

Among these circumstances 
is the fact that our forefathers were the men 
who felled the forest, cleared the fields, es- 
tablished their homes, built their forts, 
dammed their rivers, improved their harbors 
and laid the foundations of their various 
industries, at the same time erecting their 
schoolhouses, and founding their colleges, 
establishing their rts of justice, and who, 
in time, brought out a form of government 
more beneficent and comprehensive than any 
government or constitution tstablished. It 
is a government which assured to all men 

equal rights and absolute freedom of thought 
and action and conceded the inalienable 
right to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness.

EXAMINATIONS FOR . YALE. 


Class of 1903 Will Be the Largest That

Hamlin Garland in Alaska. 
“The Trail of the Gold Seekers.” By 


Hamlin Garland. The Macmillan com- 
pany. | ; 3 

Hamlin Garland has succeeded in writing 

a book of travels which combines good 


poetry with the most realistic description of 


country and human struggles and suffer- 
ing. He essayed to reach the Klondike 
about a year ago by way of the Ashcroft 
route and the upper waters of the Stikine. 
The anticipations, pleasures, and hardships 
of the journey are now described in a hand- 
some volume entitled The Trail of the Gold 
Seekers.”’ | 

Mr. Garland left home in April of last 
year, not as a gold seeker, he explains, but 
as a nature hunter. His anticipations he 


put into verse: | 


| 1 will wash my brain in the splendid breeze, 


I will lay my cheek to the northern sun, 
I will drink the breath of the mossy trees, 

And the clouds shall meet me one by one. 
I will ning the scholar’s pen aside, : 

And grasp once 6 rein, 

I will ride and „ 

Ain the rain is snow and the seed is grain. 
Some of this Mr. Garland actually expe- 
rienced. He did grasp the broncho’s rein 
and had to let go. With charming realism 
he tells his experience with a pony he bought 
in Quesnelle of a German, who “ had a hafr- 
lip and a most seductive gentleness of voice. 
The pony was christened the Blue Rat. But 
he was not as blue as the air was after he 
had given one of his free performances. 
At his first exhibition, according to Mr. 
Garland’s realistic description, he all but 
threw somersaults. He stood on his upper 
lip. He humped up his back till he looked 
like a lean cat on a graveyard fence. He 
stood on his toe-calks and spun like a 
weather-vane on a livery stable, and when 
the pack exploded and the saddle slipped 
under his belly he kicked it to pieces by 
using both hind hoofs as neatly as a man 
would stroke his beard.“ His owner took 
measures to cure him, but going down a 
‘gteep and slippery hill the Rat 
into another spasm, opening and shutting 
like a self-acting jackknife.”’ 

It was on the whole a terrible journey. 
Here and there the party came upon en- 
trancing views of ‘‘ wooded promontories, 
around which the wavelets sparkled.“ moun- 
tains “untouched by man’s all-desolating 
hand.“ meadows lit by little ponds filled 
with wild fowl,’ and so forth, but for the 
most part it was all the other way. It was, 
doubtless, after a peculiarly hard day that 
Mr. Garland wrote the following on Re- 
lentless Nature: | 

She laid her rivers to snare us, 

She set her snows to chill, | 
Her clouds had the cunning of yultures, 
Her plants were charged to kill. 

The gloom of her forests benumbed us, 

On the slime of her forests we sprawled; 
But we set our feet to the northward, 
And crawled, and crawled, and crawled! 

We defied her, and cursed her, and shouted: 

To hell with your rain and your snow. 

Our minds we have set on a journey, 

And desite of your anger we go.“ 

He did “go for something like 4,000 
miles, crossing hundreds of icy streams and 
snow fields. reaching home several months 
later with his faithful horse, Ladrone, whose 
good points Mr. Garland has immortalized. 
His treatment of that horse ought to placate 
every enemy and win him a multitude of new 


friends.

There is no one who.«is a more thorough 
master of the facts and figures as regards 
American conditions than Carroll D. Wright. 
And few men have studied the meaning of 

ese facts, political, social, and economic 

re earnestly. In the preparation of this 
handbook of the study of practical 
sociology,” especially in this country, the 
author makes free use of statistical results 
and special studies of his own and of those 
associated with him, and which, in various 
forms, in his official reports and in articles 
in the leading monthlied he has from time 
to time matured during the last twenty-five 
years. This may detract somewhat from 
‘the formal unity of the work, but hardly so 
from its real value. A strong and earnest

A curious variety of opinion Is cited as to 
the motive at the basis of all human organi- 
zation; some finding it in the imitative tén- 
dency, the désfre of men to be ‘like each 
other: others in the consciousness that they 
are already alike and of the same kind; 
others that men who think alike will act 
together.“ ‘It is not until the highly de- 
veloped animal, man,” says Mr. Wright, 
“appears, with heart and soul, or those at- 
tributes which may be termed spiritual, 
that organization is resorted to as an ex- 
pression ‘of the social instincts. It is in 
this thought that the true province of so- 
clology lies.“ The word practical.“ he 
says, is chosen to make clear that the book 
deals with actual, pressing social questions, 
which may be understood even though the 
science of sociology be still uncertain. 

Mr. Wright is especially instructive in the 
statement of facts and expression of prac-. 
tical judgment in respect to such matters as 
Immigration, marriage, and . divorce, the 
public schools, employment of women and 
children, labor organizations, wages, the 
effect of the use of machinery, strikes and 
lockouts, accumulation of wealth, causes of 
poverty, organized charities, the causes, 
prevention, and punishment of crime, the 
barbarizing effects of lynchings,prison labor, 
etc. On the temperance question he speaks 
earnestly but wisely. His views on this 
point are not quite so colorless and non- 
committal as are the two reports thus far 
published by the so-called Committee ot 
Fifty.“ When the “ethical” section of 
this committee makes its report considera- 
bly more light may be thrown upon the prob- 
jem. Perhaps the most important effort to 
break up’the drink habit, saye Mr. Wright, is 
to be found in the action of employers of 
labor, as in the case of the management of 
great railroads. It is getting to be the cus- 
tom for such employers to insist upon em- 
Ployés being sober, and especially in rail- 
road employment of abstaining absolutely 
from the use of intoxicants. This, he Says, 
Is one of the most hopeful signe of the times. 
The real labor question, says Mr. Wright, 
is the struggle of humanity for a higher 
standard. We must agree with John Stuart 
Mill that there is not any one abuse or in- 
justice prevailing in society by merely abol- 
Ashing which the human race would pass out 
of suffering into happiness.“ As Henry D 
Lloyd puts it, There is a new self-interest 
of the individual who puts his family before 
himself, his country before his family, man- 
kind before his country, because there is 
filtering into his conscience the vast fact 
that his share of what is done for him by 
mankind is of far more va 
what he does for himself.“ Mr.

The title, ‘‘ Impressions,” is the one hing 
about Mrs. Lilla Cabot Perry's volume of 
verses which is not distinctive.
